Dahlias  are  being  grown  from  seeds  more  extensively  every 
year.  As  easily  started  as  tomato  plants,  they  bloom  the  same 
year  from  seeds.  In  fact,  the  plants  are  more  vigorous  and  grow 
larger  than  from  tubers. 

Being  hybrids,  dahlias  do  not  come  true  from  seeds,  thus  new 
varieties  are  obtained.  From  a packet  or  a pound  of  dahlia  seeds 
no  two  plants  will  have  flowers  exactly  alike.  Our  two  wonderful 
varieties  offered  this  year  were  obtained  from  just  such  seeds  as 
we  sell. 

Florists  are  finding  dahlias  grown  from  seeds  a most  profitable 
line,  every  color,  type  and  size  of  flower  being  obtainable.  Select 
choice  varieties  and  save  the  tubers  for  future  propagation. 

CAUTION.  One  common  cause  of  failure  of  dahlia  seeds  to 
germinate  is  in  allowing  them  to  dry  out  after  planting.  Sow 
seeds  in  a flat  or  seed  pan,  in  good  sandy  loam,  keep  in  a warm 
place  and  moist,  but  not  too  wet.  After  seeds  come  up  give  them 
plenty  of  sunlight  and  do  not  water  too  freely  to  cause  damping 
off.
